TO REGULATE LICENSES WITHIN THE LIMITS OF THE TOWN OF
KINGSTREE, S. C, FOR THE YEAR A. D. 1923, AND TO PROVIDE
FOR THE COLLECTION OF THE SAME.

Be it ordained by the Mayor and Aldermen of the Town of Kingstree,
8. C, in Council assembled and by the authority of the same, '

Section 1: That every person, firm or corporation engeged in or in-
tending to engage in any trade, business, occupation or profession herein-
after mentioned in the Town of Kingstree, S. C., shalk on or before the
